WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Senate on Tuesday ap¬ 
proved a wide-ranging, 
$854 billion bill that funds 
the military and a host of 
civilian agencies for the 
next year and provides a 
short-term fix to keep the 
government open through 
early December. 

Ihe measure includes $675 
billion for the Defense De¬ 
partment and boosts mili¬ 
tary pay by 2.6 percent, 
the largest pay raise in 
nine years, "fhe bill also ap¬ 
proves spending for Health 
and Human Services, Edu¬ 
cation, Labor and other 
agencies, including a 5 
percent boost for the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health. 
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Senators approved the 
bill 93-7. "Fhe measure now 
goes to the House, where 
lawmakers are expected 
to approve it next week, 
days ahead of a Sept. 30 
deadline fora government 
shutdown. 

"Fhe stopgap bill would not 
address President Donald 
Trump's long-promised wall 
along the U.S.-Mexico bor¬ 
der. GOP leaders have said 
they'd preferto resolve the 
issue after the Nov. 6 elec¬ 
tions. 

"Fhe Senate vote comesas 
House and Senate nego¬ 
tiators work to approve a 
separate spending bill that 
would pay for the Interior, 
Agriculture, Transportation 
and other departments, 
as well as the Treasury and 
federal courts 
When combined with a 
measure approved last 
week, the three compro¬ 
mise spending bills would 
account for nearly 90 per¬ 
cent of annual federal 
spending, including the 
military and most civilian 
agencies. 

Senate Appropriations 
Chairman Richard Shelby, 
R-Ala., called the bill ap¬ 
proved Tuesday historic, 
noting that the package 
boosts funding for medical 
research and the opioid 
epidemic while providing 
troops with the largest pay 
raise in nearlya decade. 
'We are making real prog¬ 
ress here" in approving 
spending bills before the 
new budget year begins 
Oct. 1, Shelby said. 'We are 
going to make the appro- 
priationstrainsrun again." 
"Fhe focus on agency-level 
spending bills marks a de¬ 
parture from recent years, 
when Congressroutinely ig¬ 
nored individual spending 
measures in favor of giant 
"omnibus" spending pack¬ 
ages that fund the entire 
government all at once — 
often afterthe new budget 
yearhad begun. 

"Fhe Senate had not passed 
a spending bill covering La¬ 
bor or Health in more than 
a decade before approv¬ 
ing one last month. 
Vermont Sen. Patrick Lea¬ 
hy, the top Democrat on 
the Senate Appropriations 
panel, said he waspleased 
that the compromise bill 


eliminates contentious pol¬ 
icy riders that he and oth¬ 
er lawmakers call "poison 
pills" Such riders frequently 
lead to a spending bill's 
defeat even as lawmakers 
from both pa (ties agree on 
a vast majority of spending 
priorities. 

'We did our job and fo¬ 
cused on what we should 
be doing — ma king respon¬ 
sible, thoughtful decisions 
about how to fund these 
federalagenciesand leav¬ 
ing controversial policy is 
sues out of it," Leahy said in 
a refrain that has become 
fa miliar on the Senate floor 
in recent weeks as Leahy, 
Shelby and other leaders 
fend off partisan proposals. 
Utah Sen. Mike Lee, a 
conservative Republican, 
blasted the bill for failing to 
address right-to-life issues. 
"For the second straight 
year of unified Republican 
governance — unified pro¬ 
life governance — Con¬ 
gress's annual spending 
bills will include no new 
reforms protecting unborn 
children, or getting federal 
taxpayers out of the abor¬ 
tion business,"Lee said. 
Despite Lee's comments, 
under long-standing law 
and regulations, federal 
funds cannot be used to 
pay for abortions, except 
in cases of rape, incest or 
when the woman's life is 
endangered.

ATLANTA (AP) — As Geor¬ 
gia's top elections official 
runs for governor, a federal 
judge said the state has 
stalled too long in the face 
of "a mounting tide of evi¬ 
dence of the inadequacy 
a nd sec urity risks" of its vot¬ 
ing system. 

Secretary of State Brian 
Kemp, a Republican, is 
in the midst of a closely 
watched race against 
Democrat Stacey Abrams, 
a former state House minor¬ 
ity leader who's trying to 
become the country's first 
black, female governor. He 
hasrepeatedly insisted that 
Georgia's current voting 
system is secure. 

Voting integrity advocates 
sued last year, arguing 
that the touchscreen vot¬ 
ing machines Georgia has 
used since 2002 are vulner¬ 
able to hacking and pro¬ 
vide no way to confirm that 
votes have been recorded 
correctly because there's 
no papertrail. They sought 
an immediate change to 
paper ballots for the mid¬ 
term elections while the 
case ispending. 

U.S. District J udge Amy To- 
tenberg declined to grant 
that request Monday, say¬ 
ing that although voting 
integrity advocates have 
demonstrated 'the threat 
of real harms to their con¬ 
stitutional interests," she 
worried about the "mas¬ 
sive scrambling" required 
fora last-minute change to 
paper ballots. Early voting 
starts Oct. 15forthe Nov. 6 
midterm elections 
Kemp said in an emailed 
statementthathisoffice will 
continue to prepare for "a 
secure, orderly election in 
November" and will move 
forward 'to responsibly up¬ 
grade Georgia's secure — 
butaging — voting system." 
"As I have said many times 
over, ourstate needsa ver¬ 
ifiable papertrail, but we 
cannot make such a dra¬ 
matic change this election 
cycle,"he said. 

Abrams, who was cam¬ 
paigning Tuesday with 


former President J immy 
Carter, did not specifically 
reference the judge's ruling 
in an emailed statement. 
"As the founder of a non¬ 
profit dedicated to reg¬ 
istering voters and as the 
former House Democratic 
Leader, I know Georgians 
are hungry for leaders who 
will make sure every voice 
can count at the polls," 
Abrams said. She prom¬ 
ised that as governor, she 
would "continue to ensure 
our elections are safe, se¬ 
cure, and accessible." 
Georgia is among five 
states, along with more 
than 300 counties in eight 
other states, that exclusive¬ 
ly use touchscreen voting 
machines that provide no 
paper record, according 
to Verified Voting, a non¬ 
profit group focused on 
ensuring the accuracy of 
elections. 

Elections experts said the 
judge's criticism is unlikely 
to influence voters' deci¬ 
sions in the gubernatorial 
race. Democrats will likely 
use it in mailers or tele vision 
ads, perhaps even adopt¬ 
ing some of the judge's 
language, but most vot¬ 
ers have already made 
up their minds, said Emory 
University political science 
professor Alan Abramowitz. 
"It certainly doesn't help 
Brian Kemp," he said, but 


added, "I don't think it's go¬ 
ing to have a big effect 
one way or the other." 
Kemp campaign spokes¬ 
man Ryan Mahoney didn't 
respond to an email Tues¬ 
day seeking comment on 
what the ruling says about 
the two-term secretary of 
state's leadership abilities 
at a time when he's seek¬ 
ing a higher leadership po¬ 
sition. 

Totenberg chastised the 
state, saying it had been 
slow to respond to "serious 
vulnerabilities of its voting 
system," as well assoftware 
and hardware issues that 
have long been evident, 
and said 'further delay is 
nottolerable ..." 

The judge noted a general 
consensus among cyberse¬ 
curity experts and federal 
officials about the insecu¬ 
rity of electronic voting 
machines with no paper 
record. She pointed to a 
Sept. 6 report from the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Scienc¬ 
es that says all elections 
should be conducted with 
"human-readable paper 
ballots" by 2020, with every 
effort made to use them in 
this year's genera I election. 
"Advanced persistent 
threats in this data-driven 
world and ordinary hack¬ 
ing are unfortunately here 
to stay," she wrote, add¬ 
ing that state elections of¬ 


ficials "will fail to address 
that reality if they demean 
as paranoia the research- 
based findings of national 
cybersecurity engineers 
and experts in the field of 
elections" 

Kemp, who rejected feder¬ 
al offers of assistance with 
election system security in 
2016, established a com¬ 
mission earlier this year to 
look into a change. Last 
month he called for pro¬ 
posals to implement a sys¬ 
tem w ith vo te r-ve rifia b le 
paper records in time for 
the 2020 presidential elec¬ 
tion. 

Meanwhile, lawyers for the 
state filed a notice Tuesday 
that they intend to appeal 
Totenberg's denial of their 
request to dismiss the case 
entirely. 

Coalition for Good Gover¬ 
nance executive director 
Marilyn Marks and attorney 
David Cross, who repre¬ 
sents a small group of vot¬ 
ers, said that even though 
the judge declined their 
paper ballots request they 
were encouraged by the 
tone of her ruling. Both said 
they're reviewing the deci¬ 
sion to decide whether to 
appeal. 

Totenberg also said the 
state did not seriously ad¬ 
dress the impact of a 
breach of a state election

to ban the sale of new 
fur products, a move that 
would make it the largest 


city in the U.S. to do so. 

A proposal to ban the sale 
of fur products advanced 
in the City Council on Tues¬ 
day. "fhe council voted 
unanimously to direct the 
city attorney to draft an 
ordinance that will prohibit 
the manufacture and sale 
of new fur products The or¬ 
dinance must be present¬ 
ed to the council at a fu¬ 
ture date forfinaI approval. 
'This is something that is not 
just a good legislative win, 
it's a moral win," Council¬ 
man Bob Blumenfield said. 
"We feel like we're evolving 
as a city as people to stop 
this kind of unnecessary 
cruelty." 

The vote also directed the 


city attorney to report back 
to the council on several is¬ 
sues, including how fur ap¬ 
parel is utilized by religious 
organizations, and possible 
exemptions, as well as po¬ 
tential conflicts with federal 
and state laws relating to 
sale offurproductsderived 
from legally trapped ani¬ 
mals. 

A ban would take effect 
two years after final ap¬ 
proval of the ordinance. 
The ban would cover ap¬ 
parel made in whole or in 
part of fur, including cloth¬ 
ing, handbags, shoes, 
hats, earmuffs, jewelry and 
keychains. Only used fur 
products could be sold. 
Councilmen Bob Blumen¬ 
field and Paul Koretz sub¬ 
mitted the motion. 
Blumenfield said there's no 
reason to wear fur in 2018. 
'Certainly not in sunny Los 
Angeles,"he said. 

'There's nothing humane 
about raising an animal 
and killing it for unneces¬ 
sary va nity," Koretz sa id. 

The effort to ban the sale of 
fur products in Los Angeles 
is part of a national move¬ 
ment, said Christina Sewell, 
campaign manager at 
Peopleforthe EthicalTreat- 
ment of Animals 
"Millions of these animals 
are killed in the fur industry 
every year, and we're just 
slowly chipping awayatthis 
progress here in the United 
States, and we won't stop 
until every city in the U.S. is 
completely furfree," Sewell 
said. 

Neighboring West Holly¬ 
wood along with Berkeley 
and San Francisco already 
have fur bans, although 
their ordinances differ in 
some specifics. West Holly¬ 
wood's law was changed 
to exempt fur from animals 


that are legally trapped 
understate law. 

Major fashion companies, 
including Michael Kors, Ar¬ 
mani and Gucci, have also 
moved away from using 
fur. Earlier this month, Burb¬ 
erry said it would stop sell¬ 
ing real fur. 

Activists condemn the fur 
industry as inhumane, con¬ 
tending that the animals 
are subject to brutal con¬ 
ditions and meet torturous 
deaths. A number of ce¬ 
lebrities, including actress¬ 
es Maggie Q and Joanna 
Krupa, as well as No Doubt 
bassist Tony Kanal, joined 
the news conference out¬ 
side of Los Angeles City Hall 
to support the ban before 
the unanimous vote. 

Keith Kaplan, spokes¬ 
man for the Fur Informa¬ 
tion Council of America, a 
trade group for manufac¬ 
turers and fur merchants, 
denied the accusations 
and said the City Council 
motion is being put forward 
on the basis of "lies and 
false studies" 

A fur ban in the city could 
have an economic impact, 
Kaplan said Monday. 
'There's a lot of fur sold in 
LA. It's in over 500 designer 
collections, it's on shoes, it's 
on handbags," he said. "So 
yes, it will have an impact 
on jobs, it will have an im¬ 
pact on tax revenues" 
Retail fur sales globally ac¬ 
counted for $35.8 billion, 
and the fur industry em¬ 
ployed more than 1 mil¬ 
lion people in 2014, the lat¬ 
est year that figures were 
available from the industry, 
Kaplan said. 

Koretz said the ban would 
clearly disrupt the industry, 
but the phase-out period 
will allow a smoothertransi-

Some videos show women 
who "appear to be highly 
intoxicated beyond the 
ability to consent or resist, 
and they're barely respon¬ 
sive to the defendant's 
sexual advances Based on 
this evidence, we believe 
that there might be many 
unidentified victims out 
there,"he said. 

"The district attorney 
showed reporters video of 
Robicheaux from a now- 
canceled Bravo TV show 
called 'Online Dating Ritu¬ 
als of the American Male" 
in an episode titled 'Three's 
A Crowd." 

"We believe the defen¬ 
dants used theirgood looks 
and charm to lower the in¬ 
hibitions of their potential 
prey," Rackauckassaid, re¬ 
leasing an array of informa¬ 


tion about many locations 
and eventsassociated with 
Robicheaux and Riley. 

The defendants, who were 
released on $100,000 bail, 
could not be immediately 
reached forcomment. 

The two women who were 
allegedly assaulted met 
the pair during social en¬ 
counters. 

'Women who have en¬ 
countered these two might 
have felt a false sense of 
security due to the fact 
that both defendants are 
clean cut, good-looking," 
Ra c ka uc ka s sa id. 

'We tend to trust doctors 
who take an oath to do 
no harm. The second de¬ 
fendant, being a female, 
is key. A woman purporting 
to be his girlfriend clearly 
played a significant role in 
disarming the victims, mak¬ 
ing them feel comfortable 
and safe,"he said. 
According to prosecutors, 
Robicheaux and Riley met 
a 32-year-old woman at a 
Newport Beach restaurant 
on April 10, 2016, invited 
her to a party and then es¬ 
corted herto Robicheaux's 
apartment when she was 
intoxicated. 

The pairallegedly gave the 
victim multiple drugs and 
then sexually assaulted her 
while she wasincapable of 
resisting. 

The woman called police 
the next day, and a foren¬ 
sic exam found multiple 
controlled substances. 

On Oct. 2, 2016, the de¬ 
fendants allegedly drank 
alcohol with anotherwom- 
an at a Newport Beach 
bar until she was uncon¬ 
scious, brought herto Ro¬ 
bicheaux's apartment and 
sexually assaulted her.

BRUSSELS (AP) — European 
Union Brexit envoy Michel 
Bamier said Tuesday that 
his team is studying ways to 
carry out checks on goods 
moving into Northern Ire¬ 
land in an effort to over¬ 
come a major obstacle in 
the negotiations, on the 
eve of a summit of EU lead¬ 
ers. 

Brussels and London are 
struggling to come up with 
a solution that would keep 
the border open between 
EUmemberlreland and the 
U.K.'s Northern Ireland, just 
six months before Britain 
leaves the bloc. 

After talks with EU ministers 
in Brussels, Bamier told re¬ 
porters that it's important to 
M de-dramatize" the whole 
borderissue.

We are clarify¬ 
ing which goods arriving 
in Northern Ireland from 
the rest of the U.K. would 
need to be checked, and 


where, when and by whom 
these checkscould be per¬ 
formed," he said, adding 
that "most c hec ksca n ta ke 
place away from the bor¬ 
der, at a company prem¬ 


ises or in the markets." 

Ihe goods would then 
move freely from Northern 
Ireland into Ireland and the 
EU. 

Addressing concemsthata 
hard border might be cre¬ 
ated, Bamiersaid "whatwe 
are talking about is not a 
border, neither on land or 
atsea. No. Itisa setoftech- 
nical controls and checks, 
a lot of which, most, can 
be put in place and car¬ 
ried out in places other 
than physically in Northern 
Ireland." 

Despite suggestions of a 
compromise on a key issue, 
European Council Presi¬ 
dent Donald Tusk warned 
earlier Tuesday that both 
sidescould yetfailto reach 
an agreement.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — to sign with the Mediterra¬ 


nean island nation of Cy¬ 
prus to pipe offshore natu¬ 
ral gasto processing plants 
in the north African country 
where it will be liquefied for 
export, Egypt's oil minister 
said Tuesday.

Lakkotrypis said the agree¬ 
ment could act as an ex¬ 
ample for other neighbor¬ 
ing countriesto offeroiland 
gas companies the kind of 
security on their investment 
so they can proceed with 
projects worth billions 
The Cypriot minister said 
the agreement concerns 
building a pipeline from the 
Aphrodite deposit — esti¬ 
mated to contain around 
4.5 trillion cubic feet (130 
billion cubic meters) of gas 
— to Egypt. But it can ap¬ 
ply to other gas fields that 
may be discovered off the 


island in the future. 

'This is a European pipeline 
because the natural gas 
that will be conveyed to 
Egypt from Aphrodite, af- 
terthe commercial agree¬ 
ments are completed, will 
find its way to Europe in 
liquefied form," Lakkotrypis 
said.

1 dead, 11 injured in scaffolding collapse at Madrid hotel

MADRID (AP) — Sc a ffo Id ing 
at a luxury hotel undergo¬ 
ing renovation in central 
Madrid collapsed on Tues¬ 
day, killing one construc¬ 
tion worker and injuring at 
least 11 others, an official 
said. Wrought iron work on 
the sixth floor of the cen¬ 
trally located Ritz Hotel col¬ 
lapsed shortly after 4 p.m. 
(1400 GMT; 10 a.m. EDI), 
dragging the internal scaf¬ 
folding down five stories 
along with the workers, ac¬ 
cording to the official from 
the emergency services. 
Most of the workers 


emerged on their own 
and were treated for in¬ 
juries ranging from minor 
to moderate, with two of 
them hospitalized in critical 
condition. 

Firefighters rescued three 
people from the rubble 
with moderate injuries and 
were working to recover 
the body of the workerthat 
was killed. 

The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
because she wasn't autho¬ 
rized to be named due to 
internal rules, said the local 
Madrid police would be 
investigating the cause of 


the collapse, which emer¬ 
gency services called "an 
occupational accident" in 
a tweet. 

An Associated Press pho¬ 
tographer saw ambulanc¬ 
es and firefighters working 
atthe scene surrounded by 
dozens of onlookers. There 
were no signs of the col¬ 
lapse visible from the exte- 
riorofthe building. 

The Ritz Hotel, located near 
Spa in's parliament and Ma¬ 
drid's famed Prado and 
Thyssen-Bomemisza mu¬ 
seums, had been closed 
for a full renovation since

GENEVA (AP) — U.N.- 

backed investigators who 
examined a bloody crack¬ 
down by Myanmar se¬ 
curity forces that caused 
hundreds of thousands of 
Rohingya Muslims to flee 
to neighboring Bangladesh 
issued a searing critique 
Tuesday of the United Na¬ 
tions' own response to the 
human rights crisis 
In a 432-page report, the 
members of a fact-find¬ 
ing mission on Myanmar 
fleshed out preliminary 
findingsand recommenda¬ 
tions released in a shorter 
version three weeksago. 
"With a heavy heart and 
deep sadness, we have 
drawn conclusions, on the 
basis of the facts, that we 
never expected would be 
asgrave asthey a re," team 
chairman Marzuki Darus- 
man said he presented the 
report to the U.N.-support¬ 
ed Human Rights Council. 
'What we have found are 
not only the most serious 
human rights violations, but 
crimes of the highest order 
underintemational law," he 
said. 

The team reiterated that 
some top Myanmar mili¬ 
tary leaders should be 
prosecuted for war crimes, 
crimes against humanity 
and genocide against the 
Rohingya during a deadly 
crackdown that erupted 
in August 2017 following 
militant attacks on security 
posts in Rakhine state. 

In a rare rebuttal by Myan¬ 
mar's government, its new 
ambassador in Geneva 
lashed out at what he 
called a "one-sided"report. 
"Fhe team has said Myan¬ 
mar's government had not 
responded to its report or 
honored requests for ac¬ 
cess to violence-hit regions. 
'The way the report por¬ 
trays ... the national races 


of Myanmar is misleading," 
the ambassador, Kyaw 
Moe Tun, told the 47-mem- 
ber body. "It also under¬ 
mines the government's 
effort to bring peace, na¬ 
tional reconciliation and 
development to the entire 
nation." 

"Regardless of the lack of 
balance, impartiality and 
fairness, the government 
of Myanmar takes the al¬ 
legations of human rights 
violations seriously," he said. 
'The government will not 
condone human rights vio¬ 
lations." 

After Marzuki spoke of the 
rape of women and girls 
by military forces, the am¬ 
bassador countered, 'We 
share deep sympathy and 
concern for all displaced 
persons, especially women 
and girls." 

The full report also pro¬ 
vided new details about 
the investigators' concerns 
about how the United Na¬ 
tions reacted during the 
spasm of violence. It noted 
that the "only statement" 
from the U.N. resident coor¬ 


dinator's office "wasto con¬ 
demn the ARSA (militant 
group) attacks and losses 
suffered by the Myanmar 
security forces." 

The council created the 
fact-finding mission 18 
months ago, after years of 
abuses against ethnic mi¬ 
norities in Myanmar, focus¬ 
ing on the time since 2011 
when the country began 
opening up after decades 
of isolation under a long- 
ruling military junta. 

Though the investigators 
looked at the treatment 
of minority groups across 
the Southeast Asian na¬ 
tion, their mandate came 
just six months before the 
crackdown against the Ro¬ 
hingya in Rakhine, injecting 
the mission with far greater 
importance to help detail 
those abuses, crimes and 
human rights violations. 

The report provides details 
of violence in Kachin, Shan 
and Rakhine states, much 
of which has been docu¬ 
mented and made public 
through collection of wit¬ 
ness accounts, satellite im¬ 


agery and othersources. It 
cited allegations of crimes 
by the military and other 
security forces including 
murder, torture, pillaging, 
execution without due pro¬ 
cess, rape, sexual slavery 
and hostage taking. 

It said some acts by ethnic 
armed groups and the Ro¬ 
hingya militant organiza¬ 
tion ARSA could also con¬ 
stitute war crimes. 

Crimes against humanity, 
war crimes and genocide 
can be considered by in¬ 
ternational tribuna Issue h as 
the International Criminal 
Court, but Myanmar is not 
a party to it. The country's 
government has snubbed 
a ruling by the court's judg¬ 
es that said the ICC has 
jurisdiction to investigate 
alleged crimes against the 
Rohingya. 

The report's critique of the 
United Nations focused not 
only on the world body's re¬ 
sponse to the Rohingya cri¬ 
sis, but its efforts across the 
country. 

For example, the investiga¬ 
tors noted that the U.N. had 


rolled out a "Human Rights 
Up Front Action Plan" in 
Myanmar in 2013, but said 
its "human rights driven" ap¬ 
proach was "rarely, if ever, 
pursued." 

"Rather, it was largely 'busi¬ 
ness as usual,' with devel- 
opmentgoalsand humani¬ 
tarian access prioritized 
only," the authors wrote. 
They cited allegations that 
some U.N. personnel who 
tried to pursue a human 
rights agenda "were ig¬ 
nored, criticized, sidelined 
or blocked in these efforts" 
They alluded to criticism 
from Fie Id view Solutions, an 
outside group that works to 
advance human rights, in 
J uly that cited some in U.N. 
and humanitarian circles 
fornotdoing enough to ex¬ 
pand their "political space" 
in Myanmar, adding, 'The 
Myanmar government has 
learned that it can count 
on U.N. and humanitarian 
self-censorship." 

The U.N. experts said some 
U.N. entities and staffers 
showed "a lack of cooper¬ 
ation" with their work, and 
"appeared to view it as a 
threat, ratherthan a means 
to address the most deep 
rooted human rights chal- 
lengesfacing Myanmar." 
'This attitude and ap¬ 
proach must change," 
they added. The investiga¬ 
tors did acknowledge that 
some people in the coun¬ 
try had faced "intimidation 
and reprisals" for their "en¬ 
gagement" with the United 
Nations The team renewed 
its urgent call for "a com¬ 
prehensive, independent 
inquiry into the United Na¬ 
tions' involvement" in hopes 
of "establishing whether 
everything possible to pre¬ 
vent or mitigate the un¬ 
folding crises was done." It 
also sought to draw lessons 
and — "as appropriate"— 
make recommendations 
on accountability.Q

'Grandlheatei": HasN. Korea's Kim won a propaganda coup?

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 

If North Korean leader Kim 
Jong Un was searching for 
the perfect propaganda 
set piece, something de¬ 
signed to show his people 
that he's a strong leader 
pushing inexorably for the 
long-delayed, long-prom¬ 
ised prosperity they de¬ 
serve, then visiting South 
Korean President Moon 
Jae-in might be providing 
him with a unique opportu¬ 
nity during their summit this 
week. 

Moon believes that his 
deep engagement with 
North Korea is crucial af¬ 
ter last year's fears of war, 
when Washington reacted 
with fury to a torrent of 
ever-more-powerful North 
Korean weapons tests. He 
argues that better ties with 
North Korea will help South 
Koreans, and the region, by 
settling the decades-long 
standoff over the North's 
pursuit ofa nuclear arsenal 
designed to target the U.S. 
mainland. 

But his engagement push, 
which includes bringing 
some of South Korea's most 
powerful business tycoons 
to Pyongyang, North Ko¬ 
rea's capital, strikes some 
observers as also boosting 
Kim as he tries to show his 
citizens that he's pivoting 
to economic improvement 
and — crucial yet unspo¬ 
ken — raising his impover¬ 
ished nation up to South 
Korea's level, after his claim 
last year to have complet¬ 


ed his nuclear arsenal. 
Throughout the first day of 
Moon's three-day trip to 
North Korea, the South Ko¬ 
rean leadercould be seen 
grinning broadly as he and 
Kim enjoyed the ecstatic 
reception ofa Pyongyang 
that seemed to have been 
painted, polished and 
framed until it was the best 
possible version of itself — 
on the video that South 
Korean media traveling 
with Moon captured and 
beamed back to Seoul, at 
least. 

Considerone telling scene, 
not long after Moon's arriv¬ 
al Tuesday, when cameras 


caught Kim and his sister, 
Kim Yo J ong, who acts as 
her brother's chief propa¬ 
gandist, both maneuvering 
Moon so that he had the 
perfect view — and could 
be perfectly seen on a re¬ 
viewing stand, Kim by his 
side — as an honor guard 
of goose-stepping troops 
armed with bayonet- 
tipped rifles marched by. 

A little later, Moon wad¬ 
ed into the crowd of elite 
North Korean citizenswho'd 
been brought out to wel¬ 
come him, shaking hands 
with some and then deeply 
bowing amid wild cheers. 
Even the venue for one of 


the leaders' meetings — 
the ruling Workers' Party 
headquarters, where Moon 
signed a guestbook near a 
map depicting a single, un¬ 
divided Korea — will play 
well with a delighted North 
Korean public. 

The optics of Moon's visit 
to Pyongyang are "remi¬ 
niscent of the Chinese em¬ 
peror receiving tributary 
missions — with a pan-Ko¬ 
rean ethnic nationalistic 
twist — the Son of Heaven 
graciously receiving the 
barbarian envoy, dazzling 
the visitor with opulence, 
grace, and power," ac¬ 
cording to Sung-Yoon Lee, 


a Korea expert at Tufts Uni¬ 
versity's FletcherSchool. 
North Korea, Lee said, por¬ 
trays all visits by foreign 
heads of state as reflect¬ 
ing on the "manifold virtues 
of the Great Leader," and 
that's especially true of "a 
Pyongyang pilgrimage by 
the leader of the illegiti¬ 
mate Korean state" to the 
south. 

Moon's office downplayed 
worries that North Korea 
could use his visit as propa¬ 
ganda, saying the enthu¬ 
siastic welcome for Moon 
should be "seen just as it is." 
The images of Moon be¬ 
ing led through Pyongyang 
by Kim will likely be picked 
over, edited and shown re¬ 
peatedly on North Korean 
state "IV. Moon'strip will also 
become a centerpiece of 
North Korea's propaganda 
specialists as they promote 
an ideology of race-based 
nationalism that describes 
North and South Korean 
people asone nation, tem¬ 
porarily divided, according 
to Nam Sung-wook, a North 
Korea expert at Seoul's Ko¬ 
rea University. The North has 
repeatedly used this ideol¬ 
ogy to back its demand 
that the South split from 
its alliance with the United 
States. 

'The lavish welcome for 
Moon will be used to push 
an image of the Koreasas 
belonging to a single na¬ 
tion and create detach¬ 
ment between Washington 
and Seoul,"said Nam,a for¬ 
mer official in South Korea's 
spy agency.Q 
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Damaged buildings, graft haunt Mexico City yearaflerquake

TTi roue] ho ut Mexico City, 
uninhabited buildings with 
gaping cracks lean at pre¬ 
carious angles and some 
displaced people are still 
living outdoors a year af¬ 
ter a magnitude 7.1 earth¬ 
quake killed 228 people in 
the capital and 141 more in 
nearby states 
Bureaucracy and physi¬ 
cal and legal hurdles have 
delayed demolition of hun- 
dredsoftottering structures. 
In other cases owners car¬ 
ried out repairs that were 
purely cosmetic — masking 
damage that is likely to be 
revealed in the next quake. 
Corruption has continually 
undermined attempts to 
enforce building codes. 
Tearing down buildings in 
a metropolis of 21 million is 
a daunting task. "It has to 
be done surgically, almost 
brick by brick," noted Ru¬ 
ben Echeverria, spokesman 
forthe northern borough of 
Gustavo A. Madera. 

But the slow pace of demo¬ 
lition, let alone rebuilding, 
is frustrating both to those 
who losttheirhomesand to 
those left living amid shat¬ 
tered eyesores that look 
like they could collapse at 
any time onto sidewalks 
and streets still cordoned 
off afterthe Sept. 19, 2017, 
quake. 

Of about 411 buildings 
marked fordemolition, only 
62 have been taken down, 
and almost 1,000 more that 
were seriously damaged 
have yetto be reinforced. 
On a recent morning, a 
handful of people returned 
to the six-story beige- and 
salmon-color apartment 


building across from a park 
in the trendy Condesa 
neighborhood that they 
had called home until the 
quake punched yawning 
holes into the masonry and 
left it listing to one side. They 
had just gotten word that it 
was finally going to be tom 
down, and civil defense 
workers took them inside 
one-by-one to rescue be¬ 
longings — small furniture, 
pictures, tax documents, 
water-stained pillows — 
trapped inside during the 
nearly 12 months when no¬ 
body was allowed to enter. 
"Seeing it like this, in ruins, it 
hurts.... Basically if you walk 
through certain partsofthe 
Condesa, what there is, is 
ruins," said Mila Molints, a 
yoga teacher and voice¬ 
over artist who was a part¬ 
ner in a tea shop on the 
ground floor. "And I think 


that's very sad, that there 
are still these holes like 
monuments to the earth¬ 
quake." 

Molints said the delay has 
taken a toll on residents' 
confidence in local author¬ 
ities. 

"In the end, I think the gov- 
emment'sfunction isto pro¬ 
tect its citizens," she said. 
"But I think it would be bet¬ 
ter for the government to 
take charge of these situa¬ 
tions, or at least pay atten¬ 
tion." 

That seems a tall order: It 
wasn't until three months 
after the quake that the 
city government passed 
rules prohibiting the same 
engineer or architect from 
signing off on the safety of 
a building that he or she 
designs The quake placed 
in doubt the city's reliance 
on self-policing — develop¬ 


ers hire the regulatory ex¬ 
perts who certify the safety 
ofthe buildingstheyputup. 
An investigation by the civ¬ 
ic group Mexicans Against 
Corruption revealed one 
case in which a structural 
engineerapproved the de- 
signsofthree buildingsthat 
collapsed, killing dozens of 
people.The same engineer 
had his license renewed 
and was even consulted 
on regulatory changesand 
building reinforcement af¬ 
terthe quake. 

Other, equally chilling cas- 
eswere uncovered: 

— A heavy steel billboard 
atop one apartment build¬ 
ing had been ruled illegal 
by authorities since 2010, 
but was never taken down. 
Experts say its weight prob¬ 
ably contributed to the col¬ 
lapse ofthe building, where 
11 people died. 


— An office building where 
49 people died had been 
deemed so unsafe by gov¬ 
ernment experts that a 
government agency was 
warned not to rent offices 
there in 1997. Nothing was 
everdone to force the own¬ 
ers to correct the building's 
problems — it was leaning 
considerably — nor were 
other prospective tenants 
informed. 

Nobody hasbeen success¬ 
fully prosecuted for build¬ 
ing collapses, even though 
experts found evidence of 
deficient construction in 
several cases where build¬ 
ers submitted false paper¬ 
work, used cheap materials 
or simply built atop older, 
unstable structures. 

Nor has a single apart¬ 
mentbuilding been recon¬ 
structed. What authorities 
have managed to erect is 
a daunting bureaucratic 
pyramid of paperwork for 
victims to get their build¬ 
ings evaluated, repaired, 
demolished orreplaced. 
Rebeca Moreno, who 
workswitha coalition of civ¬ 
ic groups formed afterthe 
quake to help victims, said 
the government "came out 
with 122 regulations about 
what had to be done, and 
the victims couldn't be 
checking the internet all 
the time to see what new 
rules they had to follow to 
start repairing or rebuild¬ 
ing." 'They required that 
people prove ownership 
of their properties when it 
is known that 50 percent of 
people in Mexico City don't 
have proof of ownership, 
they don't have titles," she 
said, because the cost of 
registering properties has 
historically been high.Q

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Michael Jordan 
donates $2M 
for hurricane 
relief in NC

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) — 

Michael Jordan grew up 
playing high school bas¬ 
ketball in Wilmington, North 
Carolina. So when the for¬ 
mer NBA star watched 
the destruction caused by 
Hurricane Florence to his 
hometown and surround¬ 
ing area, he acted quickly 
to help. 

The six-time NBA champi¬ 
on and Charlotte Hornets 
owner donated $2 million 
on Tuesday to assist resi- 
dentsofthe Carolinas— $1 
million each to the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross and the 
Foundation For The Caroli¬ 
nas' Hurricane Florence Re¬ 
sponse Fund. 

"It just hits home," Jordan 
told The Associated Press 
in a telephone interview. 
"I know all of those places: 
Wilmington, Fayetteville, 
Myrtle Beach, New Bem, 
and Wallace, which is 
where my father is from. So 
quite naturally it hits home, 
and I felt like I had to act 
in a sense that this is my 
home." 

The 55-year-old Jordan 
said he still has an aunt, 
cousins and several bud¬ 
dies who live in coastal 
North Carolina. He also has 
a nephew who attends 
UNC Wilmington, which 
has remains closed while 
recovering from the dam¬ 
age. 

He watched television 
with extra concern last 
week when the hurricane 
pounded the area, caus¬ 
ing 34 known deaths — in¬ 
cluding 26 in North Caro¬ 
lina — and leaving behind 
damaged homes, power 
outages and extensive 
flooding. 

Jordan spent the days af¬ 
ter trying to get in touch 
with family and friends to 
make sure they were safe.

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FedEx Cup to offer $15 million to winner next year

ATLANTA (AP) — The bo¬ 
nus pool for the PGA Tour 
postseason doubles next 
year to $70 million in a re¬ 
vamped system that gives 
a head start to top players 
at the Tour Championship 
and pays $15 million to the 
FedExCup champion. 
PGATourCommissionerJ ay 
Monahan said Tuesday the 
changeswere designed to 
make the FedExCup finale 
easier for fans to under¬ 
stand and to avoid the po¬ 
tential for separate winners 
of the Tour Championship 
and the FedExCup. 

'You take these changes 
and you combine them 
with the new a nd improved 
schedule, and we think 
this is a significant step for¬ 
ward," Monahan said. 

The changes include a 
more compact schedule 
next season that ends Aug. 
25, a week before football 
begins. The top 10 players 
in the Fed Ex C up d uring the 
regular season are part of 
a separate $10 million bo¬ 
nus program that pays $2 
million to the No. 1 player. 
The FedExCup playoffsare 
reduced from four events 
to three, with the winner of 
the TourChampionship be¬ 
ing the FedEx Cup cham¬ 
pion. 

The Associated Pressreport- 
ed on the format changes 
for the TourChampionship 
three weeksago,and play¬ 
ers have been mulling over 
them. 

One of the concerns is es¬ 
sentially handicapping the 
field for the FedEx Cup fi¬ 
nale at East Lake. Instead 
of everyone starting the first 
round on the same score, 
the No. 1 seed starts at 
10-under par, with the No. 
2 player at 8 under, then 7 
under, 6 under and 5 un¬ 
der. The next group of five 
players are at 4 under, all 
the way down until the final 
five players in the 30-man 
field are at even par. 

The winner is determined 
by his score to par, not his 
72-hole score. 

"We now have a single 
leaderboard," said Andy 
Pazder, the tour's chief of 
operations "As play moves 
on through the week, we're 
just looking at a score¬ 


board. So every viewer, 
every spectator and every 
player on the golf course 
will know precisely where 
they stand at any moment." 
Under the current system 
that ends this week, points 
are resetgoing into the Tour 
Championship so that a II30 
players have a mathemati¬ 
cal chance to win the Fe¬ 
dEx Cup, and the top five 
only have to win the tour¬ 
nament to capture the $10 
million bonus. 

A year ago, Xander 
Schauffele won the Tour 
Championship and Jus 
tin Thomas, the runner-up, 
won the FedEx Cup. It was 
the second time there were 
two winnerson Sunday. The 
otherwasin 2009, when Phil 
Mickelson won the touma- 
mentand TigerWoodswon 
the FedExCup. 

Bill Haas at No. 25 had the 
lowest seed of any FedEx 
Cup winner when he won 
in 2011. 

Pazder said the tour ap¬ 
plied the new model to the 
previous 11 years and the 
same player won every Fe¬ 
dExCup except for 2011. 
The tour said there would 
not be a separate purse for 
the TourChampionship. 

The other big change was 
the Wyndham Rewards 
Top 10 program, which 
pays out $10 million to the 
top 10 players in the regular 
season. Monahan said that 
might encourage players 
to enter the final regular- 
season event, the Wynd¬ 
ham Championship, to try 
to secure the No. 1 seed or 
at least improve positions 
going into the playoffs This 
year, Dustin Johnson had 
the most points in the regu- 
larseason by 83 pointsover 
Thomas. 

Asforthe playoffs, they start 
with a 125-man field at The 
Northern Trust, and the top 
70 advance to the BMW 
Championship before the 
field is trimmed to 30 play¬ 
ers for the TourChampion¬ 
ship. 

The bottom line is that PGA 
Tour members are playing 
foreven more money. 

The FedEx Cup began in 
2007 with a $35 million bo¬ 
nus pool and four playoff 
events with $7 million purs¬ 
es. FedEx last year agreed 
to a 10-year extension, and 


the bonuspoolforthe post¬ 
season now is $60 million 
(along with $10 million in 
bonus money forthe regu- 
larseason). 

Monahan said the winner 
of the FedExCup next year 
would make upward of $27 


million, and he expected 
comprehensive player 
eamingsto increase 12 per¬ 
cent, or mo re tha n $500 mil¬ 
lion. The top 10 are expect¬ 
ed to average just over 
$12 million, and the top 50 
players will earn more than 


$5 million in earnings and 
bonuses 

Still to be determined is 
how the Official World Golf 
Ranking will distribute points 
when the winner might not 
have the lowest score for 
the weekO

A group of Pro Football Hall 
of Farmers led by Eric Dick¬ 
erson is demanding health 
insurance coverage and 
a sha re of NFL revenues or 
else those former players 
will boycott the induction 
ceremonies. 

In a letter sent to NFL Com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell, 
NFLPA Executive Director 
DeMaurice Smith and Hall 
of Fame President David 
Baker — and obtained by 
The Associated Press — 
21 Hall of Fame members 
cited themselves as "inte¬ 
gral to the creation of the 
modem NFL, which in 2017 
generated $14 billion in rev¬ 
enue." 

Among the signees were 
Dickerson, who is listed as 
c ha irma n of the newly c re- 
ated Hall of Fame Board 
the group has formed, 
J im Brown, J erry Rice, J oe 
Namath, Lawrence Taylor, 
and Sarah White, the wid¬ 
ow of Reggie White. 

One name on the list of 22 
signees including Mrs White 
was Carl Elland, but no one 
by that name has played 
professional football. For¬ 
mer Vikings defensive end 
Carl Eller, however, is a Hall 
of Famer. 

'The time has come for us 
to be treated as part of a 
game we've given so much 
to," the letter states "Until 
our demands are met, the 
Hall of Farriers will not at¬ 
tend the annual induction 
ceremony in Canton. It's 
well known that the NFL is 
celebrating its 100th anni¬ 
versary in 2020, and while 
we are proud of our role 
in building this league, we 
don't believe 100 years of 
player exploitation is some¬ 
thing to celebrate." 

The strongly worded letter 
called out the league for 
paying Goodell $40 million, 
saying 'there are better 


uses for that money." It also 
c ritic ized Smith for his sa la ry 
and the lack of a former 
player on the players' as 
sociation executive board. 
But there have been two 
former players on that ex¬ 
ecutive board since 2009. 
NFL players have received 
a pension since the Bert Bell 
Plan, named after a for¬ 
mer league commissioner, 
was created in 1959. In the 
1993 collective bargaining 
agreement, a 401Kplanto 
which players also could 
contribute was established, 
and in 1998 an annuity pro¬ 
gram. 


'There have been signifi¬ 
cant increases in the pen¬ 
sion with every collective 
bargaining agreement in 
the history of this sport," 
said Miki YarasDavis, the 
NFLPA's senior director of 
benefits. 

'The normal retirement age 
is55forfomerplayers, and 
those players can leave in 
theirpension (funds) and at 
65 they have almost a 300 
percent increase. Thisisone 
of the few defined benefit 
plans left in the country. It's 
a program which isn't seen 
much anymore that de¬ 
fines the benefits at a cer¬ 


tain age." 

During the 2011 labor dis¬ 
pute and lockout, one of 
the main issues was estab¬ 
lishing a fund for pre-1993 
players In thatCBA, a "Leg¬ 
acy Fund" was established, 
with a $620 million increase 
in benefits, with team own¬ 
ers contributing out of their 
share of revenues for the 
first time. The union has in¬ 
creased pensions twice for 
former players since 2011. 
But the letter calls the Leg¬ 
acy Fund "little more than 
cynical public relations 
ploys that fail to help those 
who desperately need it." 


'The total cost for every Hall 
of Famerto have health in¬ 
surance is less than $4 mil¬ 
lion — less than that of a 
30-second Super Bowl ad, 
or about 3 cents for every 
$100 the league generates 
in revenue," Dickerson's let¬ 
ter states 

"Paying Hall of Famers an 
annual salary works out to 
about 40 cents for every 
$100 in annual revenue, a 
figure thatwill increase dra¬ 
matically in the near future 
with legalized gambling." 
The disgruntled formerplay- 
ersalso took aim at the ex¬ 
pansion of the Hall of Fame 
into a village that Baker has 
estimated will eventually 
cost $1 billion. The NFL pro¬ 
vides significant funding for 
the hall, but equally signifi¬ 
cant costs for the project 
are funded elsewhere. 

Also, the Hall of Fame vil¬ 
lage plans a player care 
center called Legend's 
Landing that provides inde¬ 
pendent and assisted liv¬ 
ing for retired hall of famers 
as well as "members of the 
NFL's legends community, 
along with coaches, of¬ 
ficials and administrators," 
according to the Hall of 
Fame's website. A health 
care center also is part of 
the expansion. 

The letter's demands cover 
the 318 members of the 
Hall of Fame, but says it 
hopes to create "a tem¬ 
plate for active players in 
the next round of (labor) 
negotiations." Those talks 
would come in 2021 when 
the current CBA expires

When consulting 
an allopathic doctor the first thing investigated 
is to see if you have a disease. If not, they may 
test your blood and identify values that they 
think will cause a disease. With higherthan nor¬ 
mal cholesterol numbers, cholesterol lowering 
drugsare frequently prescribed. Isthisthe best 
thing to do? Could it be that the remedy may 
be worse than the disease? 

Cholesterol lowering drugs, known asstatinsare 
proving to be killers. Documents indicate some 
senior executives of German pharmaceutical 
maker Bayer, knew its anti-cholesterol drug 
Baycol was causing illness and death long be¬ 
fore pulling it off the market. Itproducesa side 
effect called rhabdomyolysis which causes se¬ 
vere pain and muscle weakness. Seriouscases 
can shutdown the kidneysand cause paralysis 
or death. During other drug studies, test pa¬ 
tients have committed suicide. In fact, suicide 


is a stated possible risk from taking cholesterol 
lowering medicine. Why? Lipoproteins, which 
are attached to cholesterol, provide a means 
by which toxins including, heavy metals, solvent 
toxins, pesticides, and petro-chemicalscan be 
removed from your bra in and nerves. As cho¬ 
lesterol falls, less lipoproteins are available low¬ 
ering your body's ability to remove these poi¬ 
sons. 

For natural physicians, cholesterol is not bad.

With the 
poison gone, cells stop making excess choles¬ 
terol for protection. 

So what don't we eat? Don't eat sugar, espe¬ 
cially alcohol orany of the growing numberof 
products with high fructose com syrup. Stop 
all fried, salty, refined or processed foods, fatty 
dairy productsorfatty meats. When we tell pa¬ 
tients this, many tell us we have just eliminated 
everything they eat. In fact we have just de¬ 
scribed the Standard American orAruban Diet 
(SAD). 

Ok, what do we eat? Fresh fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles, lean meats, but not pork, whole grains like 
brown rice oats or quinoa, a Peruvian super¬ 
grain. Wheat is not the best choice for many 
people because of allergies and gluten intoler¬ 
ance. Fish that swim constantly in deep water 
are loaded with "good" HDLcholesterol which 
is needed to manufacture some very wonder¬ 
ful hormones, like sex hormones. Medicinal 
oils packed with HDL include: olive, evening 
primrose, black currant, flax, safflower and soy. 


Herbs that lower LDL/triglycerides (bad choles¬ 
terol) are Shiitake mushrooms, cayenne, ginger, 
cat'sclaw, garlic and turmeric. 

"Good cholesterol" producing foods which 
include essential fatty acids (EFA) rich in Ome¬ 
ga 3, 6 and 9 in the correct proportions have 
changed with modem diets. Most of us are 
not getting enough Omega 3's and some of 
us are not getting enough of omega 3 and 6. 
Supplementing with Flax oil or Omega fish oils is 
more important than ever. Lecithin is good oil 
I consider a basic, especially for protecting the 
brain. Make sure you only use fish oils certified 
to be free of toxins like Mercury.

Changes in diet and lifestyle can naturally help 
control not only "bad" cholesterol, but you 
might find improvement with symptoms of high 
blood pressure, arthritis, and diabetes Call us 
fora full evaluation of the good and the bad of 
your health.

5 ways liump's tariffs on $200B in China goods could be felt

BALTIMORE (AP) — By im¬ 
posing taxes on an addi¬ 
tional $200 billion in Chinese 
goods, President Donald 
Trump has intensified a 
battle of wills between the 
world's two largest econo¬ 
mies— and the outcome is 
farfrom certain. 

No one knows how long 
the tariffs announced Mon¬ 
day might last. No one 
knows if Beijing will yield as 
pressure builds or instead 
stiffen its resolve and keep 
retaliating. No one knows if 
a politically divided United 
States will serve to undercut 
Trump's aggressive tactics. 
But what's clear is that the 
la test fight in the escalating 
trade war is likely, one way 
or another, to affect con¬ 
sumers, companies, mar¬ 
kets, the economy and the 
political landscape. 

And how all that plays out 
could determine whether 
Trump's negotiating gam¬ 
ble proves a triumph or a 
failure. Here is a look at 5 
potential consequences: 

CONSUMERS 

Unlike the first two rounds 
of tariffs totaling $50 billion, 
the new taxes launched by 
Trump would more directly 
hit American consumers As 
counterintuitive as it might 
seem, the president sees 
this fact as ultimately help¬ 
ing U.S. workers. In the end, 
he calculates, some short¬ 
term pain will lead to new 
trade policiesand accords 
that will prove more favor¬ 
able to American compa¬ 
nies and individuals. 

"As president, it is my duty 
to protect the interests of 
working men and women, 
farmers, ranchers, business¬ 
es, and our country itself," 
Trump said in a statement. 
Starting Monday, the 
United States is to begin 
charging a 10 percent tax 
on thousands of Chinese 
imports — tires, windshield 
wipers, baseball gloves, 
bicycles, snakeskin pants, 
backpacks, trombone cas¬ 
es, refrigerators and wood¬ 
en furniture, among others 
The list runs 194 pages 
Unless the administration 
reaches a truce with Bei¬ 
jing, Trump's import tax will 
jump to 25 percent in 2019. 


What's more, if Beijing retal¬ 
iates, Trump says he's ready 
to impose tariffs on an ad¬ 
ditional $267 billion in Chi¬ 
nese goods 

The result could be higher 
prices for American con¬ 
sumers, because most 
companies are expected 
to pass on the cost to their 
customers. After Trump an¬ 
nounced tariffs on washing 
machines toward the start 
of 2018, the price for laun¬ 
dry equipment shot up 16 
percent between Febru¬ 
ary and May, according to 
an analysis by Mark Perry, 
an economics professor 
at the Flint campus of the 
University of Michigan and 
a scholar at the American 
Enterprise Institute, a con¬ 
servative think tank. 

The tariffs could put a dent 
in consumer spending, 
though many economists 
think the impact on the 
overall economy will be 
minimal. 

'The mere talk of tariffs on 
all remaining Chinese im¬ 
ports isofseriousc one em to 
retailers since tariffs of that 
magnitude would touch 
every aspect of American 
life," said Matthew Shay, 
chief executive of the Na¬ 
tional Retail Federation, a 
trade group forretailers. 

COMPANIES 

Many companies have 
warned that Trump's tar¬ 
iffs threaten to disrupt their 
businesses and depress 
their revenue. 


The monthly manufactur¬ 
ing index by the Institute of 
Supply Management not¬ 
ed that some companies 
have expressed concern 
about tariffs despite an 
otherwise robust U.S. econ¬ 
omy. One food and bever¬ 
age firm in the ISM survey 
said, "Suppliers appear to 
be bracing us for cost in¬ 
creases, given increased 
ta Ik of ta riffs a nd inflation." 
Trump's tariffs, with their un¬ 
certain duration, make it 
difficult for companies to 
planforthe future.Ted Mur¬ 
phy, a trade lawyer and a 
partner at Baker McKenzie, 
said the president is signal¬ 
ing that many companies 
will need to rethinktheirop- 
e ratio ns. 

No longer can they ignore 
tariffs, which were low 
and mostly headed lower 
before Trump took office. 
They now need to rethink 
the supply chains they've 
built across countries and 
calculate where best to 
deploy workers. 

'They're definitely going to 


move jobs," Murphy said. 
'What Trump is doing is in¬ 
creasing the cost, and he's 
introducing uncertainty 
into trade relations. Busi¬ 
nesses can deal with costs. 
It's the uncertainty they 
can't deal with." 

FINANCIAL MARKET5 
So far, at least, the stock 
market has taken the 
threats of tariffs in stride. 
Share prices have dipped, 
only to then resume their 
growth, in part because of 
deep corporate tax cuts 
that took effect this year 
and a so lid U.S. ec o no my in 
its 10th straight year of ex¬ 
pansion. 

But the new round of tar¬ 
iffs risks triggering a more 
alarming response by inves¬ 
tors. The additional taxes 
suggest that the two coun¬ 
tries are struggling to make 
progress in settling their dif¬ 
ferences The issues include 
Chinese companies' theft 
of U.S. intellectual property 
and a widening trade gap 
as U.S. consumers have be¬ 


come more dependent on 
comparatively cheap Chi¬ 
nese imports. 

"It's definitely a setback for 
the market that they can't 
seem to get to the table," 
said J .J. Kina ha n, chief 
market strategist for TD 
Ameritrade. 

Kina ha n said technology 
companies seem especial¬ 
ly vulnerable to retaliation 
from Beijing, which could 
include tariffs on compo¬ 
nents as well as restrictions 
on access to websites and 
services. 

GLOBAL ECO NO MY 
A prolonged trade warbe- 
tween the United States, 
the world's largest econ¬ 
omy, and China, the sec¬ 
ond-largest, would ripple 
through the rest of the 
globe, potentially affecting 
economiesfrom BuenosAi- 
resto Istanbul. 

Tariffs could translate into 
less trade, which could 
hinder growth in smaller 
nations. The U.S. dollar has 
already begun to rise in val¬ 
ue as trade tensions have 
mounted. This hasinsu la ted 
the United Statesfrom high¬ 
er prices. 

But the higher-valued dol¬ 
lar has also diminished 
the value of the Turkish lira 
and the Argentine peso, 
among others. This trend 
has weighed heavily on 
their economies In the 
meantime, the value of the 
Chinese yuan hasdropped 
relative to the dollar, mak¬ 
ing it easier for Beijing to 
withstand U.S. tariffsQ

lizabeth Smart Accomplice in 
kidnapping remains a danger 


SALTLAKE CITY (AP) — Eliza - 
beth Smart said Tuesday 
that she's been assured 
the woman who helped 
kidnap her when she was 
14 and stood by as she 
was sexually assaulted will 
be closely watched when 
she's released from prison. 

In an interview on "CBSThis 
Morning," Smart said she 
believes Wanda Barzee 
remains a danger. Barzee 
is expected to be freed 
Wednesday after 15 years 
in custody because Utah 
authorities had miscalcu¬ 
lated the amount of time 
the 72-year-old woman 
should serve. Sma rt said she 
doesn't know all the condi¬ 
tions of Barzee's release 


but that she's been told a 
federal agent will keep a 
"close eye" on Barzee and 
that she would be returned 
to prison "as soon as she 
messes up." Barzee will be 
under federal supervision 
forfive years. If she violates 
terms that include required 
mental health treatment 
and an order not to con¬ 
tact Smart's family, she 
would go backto prison. 
Smart, now 30, said she 
has faith in federal pro¬ 
bation officers, but lacks 
faith in Barzee. Smart said 
she's gone through a roller 
coaster of emotions since 
she found out last week 
Barzee would be released 
five years earlier than ex¬ 


pected. 'The feeling that 
kind of radiated from her, 
it just was dark. And it was 
evil," Sma rt sa id. "I just knew 
that she wasn't there to 
help me, that she wasn't 
there to protect me.'O

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International 10-yearsalmon preservation plan advances

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — 

Canada and the U.S. states 
of Alaska, Oregon and 
Washington would all re¬ 
duce their catch of fragile 
salmon species under the 
terms of an updated inter¬ 
national agreement that, if 
approved, will spell out the 
next decade of coopera¬ 
tion between the U.S. and 
Canada to keep the mi¬ 
gratory fish afloat in Pacific 
waters. 

Members of the Pacific 
Salmon Commission on 
Monday recommended 
a conservation plan that 
stretches to 2028 after two 
years of intense negotia¬ 
tions involving fishermen, 
tribes on both sides of the 
border and state and fed¬ 
eral officials. It must be ap¬ 
proved by both the U.S. 
and Canadian govern¬ 
ments 

The international com¬ 
mission first met in 1985 to 
create more cooperation 
between Canada and the 
U.S. on protecting salmon, 
which migrate thousands 
of miles from inland streams 
to the Pacific Ocean and 
then back to their spawn¬ 
ing place. "The agreement 
covers pink, Coho, sock- 


eye, chum and chinook 
salmon and spans a terri¬ 
tory from Cape Falcon, Or¬ 
egon, in the south to south¬ 
east Alaska in the north. 
The current agreement ex¬ 
pires Dec. 31. 

One of the most significant

recently because so few 
sa Imo n a re ma king it to the 
Pacific Ocean. 

Alaska will reduce itscatch 
by 7.5 percent in the south¬ 
east when poor chinook 
returns are expected. 
Canada will do so by 12.5 
percent and Oregon and 
Washington will reduce 
their catch anywhere from 
5 to 15 percent, according 
to the Alaska Department 
of Fish and Game. 

Alaska Gov. Bill Walker said 
he had asked U.S. federal 
officials to consider a one- 


yeardelay in implementing 
a revised treaty because 
some fishing groups were 
unhappy with the proposal 
to reduce the harvest. That 
was not possible, he wrote 
in a statement. 

"I regret the reduction of 
even one salmon available 
to Alaskans for harvest," he 
said. "However, this treaty 
agreement protects the 
health and sustainability 
of our salmon stocks and 
guarantees Alaska's abil¬ 
ity to directly manage our 
fisheries without federal in¬ 
terference." 

The updated treaty wasan- 
nounced a few days after 
Washington state authori¬ 
ties tookthe highly unusual 
step of closing salmon fish¬ 
ing on a section of the ma in 
stem of the Columbia River. 
The count of fall chinookat 
Bonneville Dam last week 
was 105,795 fish, a bout ha If 
of what is normal. 

The fall chinook count at 
Bonneville Dam hovers 
around 29 percent below 
the preseason forecast. 
Funding requests to imple¬ 
ment the treaty will include 
money forthe Puget Sound 
chinook fishery and to sup¬ 
port recovery efforts forthe 
orcasthat live in the Puget 
Sound .□

crops, driving formers nuts

There's a bumper crop 
of squirrels in New Eng¬ 
land, and the frenetic crit¬ 
ters are frustrating farmers 
by chomping their way 
through apple orchards, 
pumpkin patchesand com 
fields 

The varmints are fattening 
themselves for winter while 
destroying the crops with 
bite marks. 

Robert Randall, who has 
a 60-acre orchard in 
Standish, Maine, said he's 
neverseen anything like it. 
'They're eating the pump¬ 
kins. They're eating the ap¬ 
ples. They're raising some 
hell this year. It's the worst 
I've ever seen," he said. 
Evidence of the squir¬ 
rel population explosion 


is plain to see along New 
England's highways, where 
the critters are becoming 
road kill. 

La st year, there was a bum- 
percrop ofacomsand oth- 
erfood that contributed to 
a larger-than-normal squir¬ 
rel population this summer 
across the region, said Rob 
Calvert, wildlife biologist 
from the New Hampshire 
Fish and Game Depart¬ 
ment. 

This summer, there's not as 
much food, so the squir¬ 
rels are looking for nutrition 
wherever they can find it, 
including farms, Calvert 
said. 

New England is home to 
both red and gray squirrels. 
Known for their bushy tails, 
the rodents are a com¬ 
mon sight in city parks and 


backyards, and people en¬ 
joy watching their frenetic 
movements. They eat ev¬ 
erything from beechnuts 
and acorns to berries and 
seeds. And, apparently, 
apples, peaches, high- 
bush blueberries, pumpkins 
and gourds. In New Hamp¬ 
shire, squirrels have been 
raiding com fields, drag¬ 
ging away ears. 

"It is crazy. You see squir¬ 
rel tails everywhere," said 
Greg Sweetser, who has a 
boutique apple orchard 
in Cumberland Center, 
Maine. In the past, he said, 
squirrels have sometimes 
nibbled on applesthathad 
fallen to the ground. But 
this season they're skittering 
into the trees, scurrying to 
and fro, and making their 
mark.Q

the first official albums re¬ 
leased from his fa bled vault 
since his death more than 
two years ago showcases 
his jazzy piano playing. 
"Piano & A Microphone 
1983" is just Prince noodling 
ata piano and singing "Pur¬ 
ple Rain" and eight other 
songsin a one-take record¬ 
ing made at his home stu¬ 
dio 35 years ago. Warner 
Bros. Records releases the 
album on CD, vinyl and 
d ig ita I fo rma ts Frid a y. 
Recorded on a simple 
cassette, the 35-minute 
worktape brings the mu¬ 
sic of Prince full circle, said 
Troy Carter, adviser to the 
Prince estate. Prince was 
on his solo "Piano & A Mi¬ 
crophone" tour when, at 
age 57, he collapsed and 
died of an accidental fen- 
tanyl overdose in his Paisley 
Park home and recording 
complex in suburban Min¬ 
neapolis on April 21, 2016, 
a week after a concert in 
Atla nta. 

"It was just mind-blowing 
listening to this raw, simplis¬ 
tic performance," Carter 


recalled. "It just felt like the 
right next move to let the 
world hearthis version of it." 
Fie calls it "a jam session" in¬ 
tended formusic lovers, not 
superfans. 

Except for a few gaps, the 
tape sounds clean and 
is presented start to finish 
as Prince recorded it in his 
now-demolished home in 


Chanhassen, Minnesota, 
the year before his 1984 
hit movie and soundtrack 
"Purple Rain." Prince runs 
through "17 Days," the B- 
side to his hit single 'When 
Doves Cry," a quick "Purple 
Rain"— laterto become his

Prince pounds 
outchordsand breaks into 
improvisational riffs, running 
up and down the keyboard 
while singing in a strong, 
clearvoice. 

A highlight is Prince's pas¬ 


sionate singing of "Mary 
Don't You Weep," an Afri¬ 
can-American spiritual fea¬ 
tured overthe closing cred¬ 
its of Spike Lee's new movie 
"BlacKkKIansman," about a 
blackColorado policeman 
who infiltrates the Ku Klux 
Klan in the 1970s. Carter 
said he played the song for 
Lee when the director in¬ 
vited him to a n ea riy ed it of 
the movie. 

"Fie said, 'I think this is per¬ 
fect for the movie,"'Carter 
recalled Lee saying. The 
song, also covered by 
Aretha Franklin and the 
Swan Silvertones, follows 
the conclusion of the mov¬ 
ie, which brings events up 
to date with footage of the 
torch-bearing white nation¬ 
alist rally in Charlottesville, 
Virginia, and a car ram¬ 
ming counter-protesters 
and killing a woman last 
summer. Prince also sounds 
playful on 'Cold Coffee 
& Cocaine," lowering his 
voice into a Miles Davis 
growl. A real treat is the al¬ 
bum's closer, 'Why the But¬ 
terflies," with Prince's deli¬ 
cate piano and yearning, 
breathy vocals. 

The tape had been heavily 
bootlegged for years, but 
with substandard sound.□

Bom Karenjit KaurVohra to 
a Sikh Punjabi family, Le¬ 
one, 37, made a name for 
herself in the pom industry 
before breaking into Bol¬ 
lywood in 2012, starring in 
the sequel to the hit movie 


"| ism," Hindi for "body." 

A string of movies, a docu¬ 
mentary and a Netflixbiop- 
ic have garnered her huge 
audiences — even as crit¬ 
ics have panned her act¬ 
ing abilities. 

For years, Leone has been 
India's most Googled en¬ 
tertainer. With the statue, 
Leone joins the pantheon 
of Indian celebrities — in¬ 
cluding Bollywood stars 
Madhubala and Katrina 
Kaif, and Indian Prime Min¬ 
ister Narendra Modi — im¬ 
mortalized in wax. 

Leone's rise in India has not 
been without controversy. 

In 2011, Anurag lhakur, 
head of the youth wing of 
the Bharatiya Janata Par¬ 
ty, now India's ruling party, 
and a member of India's 
Parliament, sought to cen¬ 
sure a TV channel that ran 
a reality-W show featuring 
Leone. 

lhakur argued that an 


adult-entertainment star's 
appearance on the show 
would have a "negative 
impact on the mindset of 
children." 

In 2015, India's Community 
Party leader Atul Kumar 
Anjan decried a condom 
ad featuring Leone as "dis¬ 
gusting and dirty,"and said 
it promoted sex and could 
lead to a rise in rape cases 
in India. 

An antagonistic interview 
with Bhupendra Chaubey 
of CNN Newsl8 inspired a 
firestorm in the Indian press 
and on social media. 

In the interview, Chaubey 
asked whether Leone re¬ 
gretted working in the pom 
industry, and whether she 
was aware that Indian 
housewives worried she 
would steal their husbands. 
Chaubey said some found 
Leone "completely anti¬ 
thetical to what we per¬ 
ceive asthe ideal of an In¬ 


dian woman." 

While some viewers lam¬ 
basted Chaubey for sex¬ 
ism, Indian author and 
marketing maven Suhel 
Seth tweeted that it was "a 
mirror unto us! How many 
people before this inter¬ 
view were willing to be by 


herside?" 

"I don't see myself the way 
other people see me," Le¬ 
one said in a news con¬ 
ference Tuesday, adding 
that the statue stood for

the center of the film 'The 
House With a Clock in Its 
Walls"likesto lookup words 
in the dictionary, like 'fore¬ 
boding" and "indomitable."

Adapted from the 1973

By YURI KAGEYAMA 
TOKYO (AP) — Electric 
drones booked through 
smartphones pick people 
up from office rooftops, 
shortening travel time by 
hours, reducing the need 
for parking and clearing 
smog from the air. 

This vision of the future is 
driving the Japanese gov¬ 
ernment's "flying car" proj¬ 
ect. Major carrier All Nip¬ 
pon Airways, electronics 
company NEC Corp. and 
more than a dozen other 
companies and academ¬ 
ic experts hope to have 
a road map ready by the 
year's end. 

"This is such a totally new 
sector Japan has a good 
chance for not falling be¬ 
hind," said Fumiaki Ebihara, 
the government official in 
charge of the project. 
Nobody believes people 
are going to be zipping 
around in flying cars any 
time soon. Many hurdles 
remain, such as battery life, 
the need for regulations 
and, of course, safety con¬ 
cerns But dozens of similar 
projects are popping up 
around the world. The pro¬ 
totypes so far are less like 
traditional cars and more 
like drones big enough to 
hold people. 

A flying car is defined as an 
aircraft that's electric, or 
hybrid electric, with driver¬ 
less capabilities, that can 
land and takeoff vertically. 
They are often called EVtol, 
which stands for "electric 
vertical takeoff and land¬ 
ing "a ire raft. 

The flying car concepts 
promise to be better than 
helicopters, which are ex¬ 
pensive to maintain, noisy 
to fly and require trained 
pilots, Ebihara and other 
proponents say. 

'You may think of 'Back to 
the Future,' 'Gundam,' or 
'Doraemon,'" Ebihara said, 
referring to vehicles of flight 
in a Flollywood film and in 
Japanese cartoons featur¬ 
ing robots. "Up to now, it 
was just a dream, but with 
innovations in motors and 
batteries, it's time for it to 
become real." 

Google, drone company 
Ehang and car manufac¬ 
turer Geely in China, and 
Volkswagen AG of Germa¬ 
ny have invested in flying 


cartechno logy. 

Nissan Motor Co. and Flon- 
da Motor Co. said they 
had nothing to say about 
flying cars, but Toyota Mo¬ 
tor Corp. recently invested 
$500 million in working with 
Uber on self-driving tech¬ 
nology for the ride-hailing 
service.Toyota group com¬ 
panies have also invested 
42.5 million yen ($375,000) 
in a Japanese startup, 
Cartivator, that is working 
on a flying car. 

The hope is to fly up and 
light the torch at the 2020 
Tokyo Olympics, but it's un¬ 


clear it will meet that goal: 
At a demonstration last 
year, the device crashed 
afteritrose to slightly higher 
than eye level. A video of 
a more recent demonstra¬ 
tion suggests it's now fly¬ 
ing more stably, though it's 
being tested indoors, un¬ 
manned and chained so it 
won't fly away. 

There are plenty of skeptics 
Elon Musk, chief executive 
of electric car maker Tesla 
Inc., says even toy drones 
are noisy and blow a lot of 
air, which means anything 
that would be "1,000 times 


heavier" isn't practical. 

"If you want a flying car, just 
put wheels on a helicop¬ 
ter," he said in a recent in¬ 
terview with podcast host 
and comedian Joe Rogan 
on YouTube. 'Your neigh¬ 
bors are not going to be 
happy if you land a flying 
car in your backyard or on 
your rooftop." 

Though the J apanese gov¬ 
ernment has resisted Liber's 
efforts to offer ride-hailing 
services in Japan, limiting 
it to partnerships with taxi 
companies, it has eagerly 
embraced the U.S. com¬ 


pany's work on EVtol ma¬ 
chines. 

Uber says it is considering 
Tokyo as its first launch city 
for affordable flights via its 
UberAir service. It says Los 
Angeles and Dallas, Texas, 
and locations in Australia, 
Brazil, France and India are 
other possible locations. 
Unlike regular airplanes, 
with their aerodynamic de¬ 
sign and two wings, Uber's 
"Elevate" structures look like 
small jets with several pro- 
pellerson top. The compa¬ 
ny says it plans flight dem¬ 
onstrations as soon as 2020 
and a commercial service 
by 2023. 

Uber's vision calls for using 
heliports on rooftops, but 
new multi-floored construc¬ 
tion similar to parking lots 
for cars will likely be need¬ 
ed to accommodate EVtol 
aircraft if the service takes 
off. Unmanned drones are 
legal in Japan, the U.S. and 
other countries, but there 
are restrictions on where 
they can be flown and re¬ 
quirements for getting ap¬ 
proval in advance. In Ja¬ 
pan, drone flyers can be 
licensed if they take class¬ 
es. There is no requirement 
like driverslicensesforcars. 
Flying passengers over pop¬ 
ulated areas would take a 
quantum leap in technol¬ 
ogy, overhauling aviation 
regulations and air traffic 
safety controls, along with 
major efforts both to ensure 
safety and convince peo¬ 
ple it's safe. 

Uber said at a recent pre¬ 
sentation in Tokyo that it 
envisions a route between 
the city's two international 
airports, among others. 

'This is not a rich person's 
toy. This is a mass market 
solution," said Adam War- 
moth, product manager at 
Uber Elevate. 

Concepts for flying cars 
vary greatly. Some resem¬ 
ble vehicles with several 
propellers on top while oth¬ 
ers look more like a boat 
with a seat over the propel¬ 
lers. 

Ebihara, the flying-car chief 
at the Ministry of Economy, 
Trade and Industry, says Ja¬ 
pan is on board for "Blade 
Runner" style travel — de¬ 
spite its plentiful, efficient 
and well developed public 
transportation.^
